We  know  that  students  taught  to  understand  the  interrela- 
tionship of  knowledge  retain  longer,  make  more  sense  of  what 
they  are  learning,  are  able  to  make  multiple  applications  of 
knowledge,  and  are  able  to  examine  issues  from  a  number  of  per- 
spectives/ 

How  Do  We  Design  Curriculum  for  Making 

Connections? 

We  need  to  avoid  both  the  hodgepodge  syndrome  and  the 
tunnel  approach.  Research  suggests  that  best  results  are  derived 
from  a  course  that  keeps  its  eye  on  the  basic  context  of  the  disci- 
pline, while  integrating  contextual  information,  settings,  and  rela- 
tionships as  they  emerge  naturally  and  logically.
